he 14. day of March, 1 607. we 
r tame into the Downes, and 

> there anco2ed againſt Deale, as 
bout 3. miles from Sandwich, 
where we ſtated vntill the 2 5. 
dap of the ſame moneth, being 
bycomputation the firſt dap of 
the pe&re 1 608.vpon which dax 
. 1 _ aboutfourevf the clacke in the 

moꝛning, we waighed 'anchoz, and paſt by Dovrr;be- 
 twene thz& and foure of the clocke in the afternoons, 
without any ſtaying, but giuing them notice with 3. 
pesces of D2dinance of our paſſingby, and ſo paſſed 
fozwards ſame t leagues; and then by a.confrary 
winde we were dꝛinen hacke againe in tu Douer raade 
where wee aucoꝛed and ſtated tilt tue ofthectocke in 
the mozning; being the twenty fire day v Parch, and 
then weighing'ancoz; wer failed:fome th2oe-loagues, 
when ths winde contrarying,conffraineTbvs againe to 
en anco2 wut ehe x7 derte de mae surge 


nen 
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nen 92 tight of the clocke, and then hauing a faire galẽ 
of winde, we ſailed to Plimouth, where we atriued the 
29 da betivene tenne and eleuen of the clocke in the 
koꝛendone. where wee ſtaied till the thirty one day of 
March. And then hauing a kaire gale ok winde, wee 
waighed ancoz, and ſailed vntill wee came inſight of 
an Aland called the Saluages, on Dunday being the 
tenth day of Apzill, being about ffae hundzed leagues 
from Plimouch, and ſtill ſailed fozwards vntill the 
nert mozning, that we came within ſight of the grand 
Canaries, which belong to the Spaniard. And vpon 
tze twelfth day of Apzill, about eight oz nine of the 
clocke in the night we ancozed, and diſcharged a peece 
of D2dinance, fo; a boat ta come aboard, but to noef- 
fect: Foz befoze our arriuall in the road , there was a 
rumoꝛ of twelne ſaile of Flemings that were cõming 
that wap, to no good intent (as the Spaniards afters 
ward told vs) to bee ſome of thoſe Flemings that had 
duerrunne the reſt, whereupon they ſent vp into the 
Countreꝝ foʒ one hundꝛed and fifty hozſe and foot, 3 
mo2e, foz their nefence and ſafeguard (4fneedHould 
be) noꝛ wouls they be perſwaded ta the antrat 
till two or sur Factozs went on ſhoze, ant | 
fied them in any thing they demanded oz doubted, and 
that our intent was onoly to make pꝛouiſlon fo2 ſuch 
things as we wanted, and the next mozning (as the 
manner there is) we diſcharged another peecs of Oꝛ⸗ 
dinance. And then the gauerndur of the Towne ſent 
a boat to know what we craued, whereupon we terti⸗ 
fied them of our wants, and they told vs, they would 
giue the Gonernouc intelligence, and returne vs an 
anſwere, which was, that valeſſe wee came into the 
road, it was beyond his Commiſſion ts relieue bs, 
pet hauing ſtrit ſwozne and examined our Faco2s, 
and ſo knowing the truth or dur intended voiage, they 
cane them a warrant to take a boat, to come aboaid at 


their pleaſqres,. with licence to fapply'onr wants, it

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they har an thing that might content vs. Vet one 
thing aboue the reſt made vs much tu maruell, which 
was, two Engliſh Ships (which wee perceined and 
knew by their flagges) being in the road, who had not 
fo much kindneſs in them, as to giue vs notice of the 
cuſtome 02 manners of theſe: ſubtill and curriſh peo⸗ 
ple. And of this doubt wee were alſo reſolued, 
that no man whatſoeuer, being once within their Do⸗ 
minions, may come aboard any ſhip, that ſhall arriue 
there, and lie out ot the roade,1lthough they be of their 
owne Ration, without their Gonernours and Coun⸗ 
cels permittance oꝛ litence. At our being there, ſome 
ok them came aboard of vsenery day fo2 the ſpace of 
flue dayes that wee ſtayed there, and ate and dzanke 
with vs, after an vnſatiable manner, and very gree- 
dilx. Alle we ſent the Gouernoz a pꝛeſent of two chee- 
ſes, a Gaqmon of Bakon, and fine o2 ſire Barrels 
of pickle Dilkers, which he accepted very: thankefully, 


and returned vs in requital therof,two oz thace Goats 


and aSheepe oz two, and good ſtoze of Onions. And 
there we tooke in freſh Water, Tanarie wine, Mar⸗ 
malad of Mainces at. twelue pente the pound, little 
Barrels of Sackets af th2ee ſhillings the Barrell, O⸗ 
ranges, Limmons, Pomcifrions, and excellent faire 
white bzead made Anniſ@ds, and is by them cal- 
led Nannesbzead, 

Theeighteenth day of Apzill, about ſeuen of the 
clocke in the moꝛning, we waighed Ancoz, and ſet ſails 
hauing a faire gale of wind fo2 ſome thzee houres, and 
being then becalmed, we houered to and fro till the2 x 
day, andhaning then agatne a faire gale of winde,wee 
ſatled vntill the 2 7.day about two oz thzeeof the clocke 
in the affernoone, that we arriued g antozed at Mayo, 
being about th:& hundzed leagues fron: the Can aries, 
and comming from thencs wee were determined to 
take infreſh water at a plate called Bonauiſta, but ha- 


uingancozed, we fouud the water to bee two 02 that 
BB 2 miles 


C Haw He a 
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miles, vp in the land, ueither was it cleare water, ſo 
that we twke the ſmailer quantity. But there were o⸗ 
ther gaod Commodities. | Fo2 at our firſt comming, 
we were told by twa Negrocs, that there wee might 
haue as many Goats as we would, gratis, and J well 
remember, we had to the number af two hundzed o: 
there abouts in both our ſhips. Alſo they told vs, that 
there were but twelue men in p Jland, and that there 
was very great ſtoz2 of Salt growing out ok the 
ground ſo that (if we pleaſed) we might lade both our 
ſhips therewith. It is extellent good white ſalt and as 
tleare as euer J ſaw any in Englanec. 

DOueragaiuſt the Ile ol Mayo, ſome Abt legen 
diſtance, is an Jland called S. Deago; we ſtaied at 
Mayo, from the twenty ſeuenth of Apꝛill in the alter ⸗ 
noone vntill the fourth day ol May at xs ot the clocke 
in the mozning, when we ſet ſaile and ſailed vntill the 
twentieth day of ay, that we were paſt the Eguino⸗ 
ctiall line, about 4.02 6. of the clocke in the mozning, 
being diſtant fro the Jle of Mayo about thꝛee hundzed 
fourty eight leagues, o2 there abants, as onx maiſter 

Philip de Grone nated if-Sowne in his 6wne Boote 
ol the :deſcriptionofthe whole Uoiage. And thence we 
ſtill ſailed fozwarvs vntill the fourth of July, that we 
came to apart of Souldaaia with all our men in health, 
Gods name be pꝛaiſed, but two which were konched a 
tittle with the@curay, which ſoone: after recouered 
themſelues on ſhoze to their fozmer health. 

Allo the ſame dap we eſpied Land which is called, 
Cape bona Speranſe, being ſome fifteene oz ſirteene 
leagues off Souldania, and ſtandeth in ſome thirty fine 
Degrees, oa thereabouts... 

At Souldania wee refreſhed our ſelues ercellently 
wellſo long as we were there and had; and tooke in 
foz our pꝛoniſion about foure-hundzed head of Cattel, 
as Dren, Oteres, Dhepe and Lambes,and Fowles, 


et ſundzy _— plentiful, and freſh * 
er 
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ter, great ſfoze. Alſo in that place is an Jland called 
Pengwin, ſome fige oz firs leagues from the maine 
Land, where are great ſtoze of fowles called alſo Pen- 
gv ins, infinite number of Deales: And to fetch ſome 
of thoſe Seales, we went twice thither and filled our 
Boate each time, and made fraine Dile thereof fo2 
Lampes. Aiſo in this Jland wee found 20 fat ſhe&pe, 
being left there by the Hollanders, foz a Pinnis which 
wee met ſome two hundꝛed leagues from Cape bona 
Speranſe, which ſheepe we tooke with ds, and left ſixe 


beaſts 02 bullockes in their ſteads. 


At our firſt comming to Souldania, wee began to 


-build oz ſet vp our Pinnis, and launched her the fifth 


day of September nert following, and in ſeuen-02 
eight dapes after, thee was rigged and ready in all 


2 gone away , ik any luch neceſſity had 


gy PAR is Within the Bingdome ot Ethiopia. 
Now the Ethiopians are by nature very bꝛzutiſh o: 
beaſtip people, eſpeciallp in their feeding. Foz A haue 
ſens them eate the guts t garbedge, vea euen the'very 
the dung e filth lieth. Alſo when we haue 


panch where 
.caſt off thoſe Deale fiſhes into the Kiuerneere udioi⸗ 


ning, where they haue lyen d ſpace of fouretene daies, 


and that they haue beene putriſted, and ſtunke (ſs vehe⸗ 
mentip, that it could almoſt haue ſtiſled one of vs to 


come by them, theſe people haue taken them vp and 
eaten them when they haue ſwarmed with crawling 
ma gots. 

(ſo in this Countrep are ſund2y ſozts of wilde 
Beaſts, which my ſelfe and others of our Company 
(going on ſhoze of purpoſe) haue ſeene, and perteiued 
ſome of them to bee very flerce and cruell: ſo that af- 
terwards when we found their dens, we dart nor en⸗ 
ter them. noz come very neete them, leaſt they ſhould 
be in them. 

The Ethiopians bzought downe to the ſhoze vt —

e ntots. 
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ber ſtanding in the height of 26 degrees, from whence 
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ſell Eſtridges egges, and ſome empty chelles, with a 
ſmall hole in one end, with Eſtridges Feathers, and 
Pozpentinesquils ; and foz all their Traffique and 
Commodities, they chiefly defira Jron, eſtesming it 
moze then either Gold oz Silner. Foꝛ with our old 
Aron we bought all our Cattel, and any thing elle that 
we hadofthem. 
In this Countrep wee remained from the foure- 
teenth day of Julp, vntil the twentith day of Deptom- 
ber then nert following. | 
The 20. day of September earely in the mozning 
we waighed ancoz, and that night we loſt the govſhip 
called the Vion, and our Pinnis called by the name 
of the Good Hope, the night being very varke and 
windy, now, the euening befo2e we loſf them, the V- 
nion (about ſtue oftheclocke) pat ont her Enfigne, 
but to what intent we knew not, noz could imagine, 
but all that night we lay at hull, | 
Che next day being the ꝛ r. day, hauing a faire and 
ſtrong gale of winde, and afterwards ſundzy tontra⸗ 
ry windes, and many calmes; yet at length we attai⸗ 
ned to the height of S. Laurence on the 27 vay of Babs 


we ſailed with many croſſe and contrary windes, and 
calmes. Pet at length on the 22. day of Noaember in 
the moꝛning, wee deſcried two oꝛ thzee (mall Jlands, 
and tn the afternosne weeeſpied an Jland called Go- 
mora, a vetyhighLand: and on the 24. day wee ſent 
our Boat to the thoze fide, and there came to the ſhoze 
fide fine oz fixe men of that Countrey , and ſold vs 
Plantains, and nothing elle at thattime. 

The next day ws ſent our Boat againe, but a little 
befoze they came to the ſhoze, they eſpied a Cannooe 
and two men in it a filhing , we went betweene them 
and the ſhoꝛe, but would not violently take them, then 
we ſhewed them a knife oꝛ two, and they came both 


into rur Boat, and we bzought them aboard our Ship 
| and 
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and vſed them very kindly, and gaue one of them a. 
Curbant to put on his head, and to the other a little 
glaſfe ofa quarter of a pinte fall of Aquauitæ, and ſent , 
them aſhoze. From the 22. day that we eſpiedthe Js (| « Jomoru 
land Gomora, and came amongſt the Jlands, wwe 
tould haue no ſteedy gale of wind to earry vs foꝛward, 
vntill the 25. day, that with the winde, and aid of our 
Pinnis, which towed our chip betweene the two F- 
lands adioining to the ſhoze,we came fo an ancoz that 
night betweene foure and ue of the clocke, in ſome 

1.7.03 20. fathome water. 

The 26. day wee ſent our boat fs the ſhoze with a 
pzeſnt ta the Ring, by maiſter lordan, who went him⸗ 
ſelfe alone with the pzeſent, leauing onelp a pledge oz 
two inthe boate fill his returne : The pꝛeſent was 
a paire of kniues, a Shaſh oz Turbant, and a Loos 
king-glaſſe with acombe in it, to the value of ſome 15 
ſhillings in all, which the King receiued ſamewhat 
ſcoznefully, not ſcarce looking on it, oꝛ at the leaſt 
thinking it to bee but of ſmall value, and gaue it to one 
al his Noble-men,and told maiſter Jordan our Factoꝛ, 
that it our Generall would come onſhoze, hee ſhould 
haue any thing that they had: and with this anſwere 
be departed, and at his comming from the King, the 
King bowsd himſelfe towards him in very courteous 
manner: and after his departure (as if may ſæme) he 
better peruſed the pzzſenft. Foz in the afternoone hee 
fentour Geaarall in requitall, a very fat pong Bal- 
locke, which wee reteiued, and gratiſted the Meſlen⸗ 
gers with a couple of peny Knines, wherewith they 
thought themſelues very ropallp contented. The 
27. day aur Generall went on Shoze, and ſome 1 2. 
with him, and carried with him a ſmail Banquet: as, 
abox of Marmalad, a barrell of Suckets. and Wine, 
which they dis eate befoze the Ring, but he would nei⸗ 
ther tate no2 dʒinke, but his Nobles did both eate and 


dzinke . And after the banquet hauing ſome * 
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with the King y his Interpꝛeter concerning our 
wants, by whom wee vnderſtood, that they had 
ſome dealings with the Portugals, of which language 
he could ſpeake a little, which was ſafficient to ſatiſ⸗ 
fie vs with what they had. 

The*2 3. day the King had determined to tome a⸗ 
board our Ship, but his Jnterpzeto2 told vs, that his 
Councel and the common people would not ſuffer him 
lo to doe. Allo that vay towards night J went a ſhoꝛe 
where our people were cutting down wood, * 
aboard againe with the baat. 

The 29 day J went aſhoze againe, with our! 
ffer, maiſter Tindall, maiſter Iordan, and our: 
noiſe of Trumpeters, and at the ſhoze five were verp 
kindly entertained by the Jnferpzetoz , whobzoughtf 
vs to the King, being then by bis Pallace fide,who af 
dur app2oach bowed himlelle vnto vs very courtegnf- 
ty. Ye hath fo2 his guard when he walketh abzoad,fixs 
oz eight men with knines of a foot long, and as bzoad 
as hatchets, and very ſharpe, which goe next fo his 
perſon, and moze goe befozehim, and many behinde 
him, to keepe and defend him, from what iniury 03 
wꝛong ſoeuer may come 82 hapoen. 

Theſe people ſeeme to bee ciuill, kinde, and true 
hearted ts ſfrangers: foz in going to and fro, a ſhoze 
and a board, one of our men carelelly left his Swozd 
behinde bim at night when he came aboard, which be⸗ 
ing found by one of the people of Gomora, he haousht 
it to the Ring, who perceiuing it ts bee ſome of outs, 
demanded how hee came by it, who anſwered, hee 
found it, and the King againe tald him, thatifhe pzos 
ued thecontrary,it ſhauld coff his beſt bloud: the next 
day at dux comming on ſhoze, the Rings Interpꝛetoz 
. vs the S woꝛd and told vs the R ngs ploaſute 
therein 1 

Allo they ſeeme to haus a verp cinuill gonernement 
among them: loꝛ at their meeting in the _— 

ther 
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they will ſhake hands with each other, and ſpeake one gem Ore 
fo another, which fo vs ſeemed fo bee their kinde and 
friendly ſalutatisns one to another. They are verie 
modef, fkreight, big linmed, and very comelp in ge- 
fare both men and women. Their Religion Paho⸗ 
meticall, and goe almoſt naked, onelp their pꝛiuities 
2 touered with linnen cloth, and Turbants on their 
eads. 

The women haue a linnen cloth, that couereth their 
b:eaftsbefoze and reacheth to the middle, and from 
the middle fo the knee and ſomewhat lower, they are 
touered round about linnen, next to their skin. 
and ſedges tied round about them like a rowle at their 
waſte, and hung do wne, which doth become them very 


Well. 

Cher goe all barefoot extept the Ring, who hath 
4 paire of ſoles on his fiet᷑: and foz his apparell when 
A ſaw him, he had a white wzonght netwoꝛke Cap, a 
Scarlet waſfcofs loſe about him, and open befoze, 
withAetues,and a linnen cloth about his middle, and 
— 3 which hanged downe from his ſhoulders to 


Alſo af our being there at the Towne, thep bꝛought 
vs Coquo nuts to ſell, as bigge as a mans head, and 
round, and ſome bigger and ſome leſſer, with water 
in themacco2ding to the pꝛopoꝛtion oz bignefle of the 
hell, and as much meat in one ſheltas would ſaffice 
fo2 a mans dinner. 

Allo they bꝛought vs Goats, Bens, Chickens, Li- 
mons; Rice, Pilke, Fiſh, and ſuch like, which wee 
bought foz Commodities, as two hens foz a penny 
knife, Limmons, and Coquonuts foz old Jron, as 
naites, bzoken pikes, and ſuch like. But foz freſh 
water there is ſmall ſtoze, and that they haue is gotten 
out of the ſands, viz. Firlf, they make a hole in the 
ſands and when the water into the hole, 

Weylave — thels, en 
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it. They bꝛought vs of that water, but none of our 
companꝝ would vzinke thereof it looked ſo thicke and 
muddp. b 

In this Jland of Gomora wee ſtaied from the 25. 
day of Nouember vntill the 29. of the ſame, and then 
we waighed Anco2 and departed. 

The tenth day of December about two oz thaœ of 
th: clocke in the mo2ning, and the Pone ſhining, 
weeſpiedon a ſudden a low land with high trees gro⸗ 
wing by the ſhoꝛe ſide, we being not a league ſrom the 
ſhoꝛe, fo that if we had not eſpied the trees, we (ſhould 
haue thought the land to haue beene but the ſhadow of 
the Mone and ſo might haue run our ſelues on ſhoge, 
and caſt our ſelues away with ſhip and gods: but it 
was Gods good pꝛonidence thus to defendvs fram 
fo great and imminent danger, whoſe name beblefſed 
and pꝛaiſed now and euermoze. 
This was the Jland ot Pemba, which wee tooke fo 

be Z inzabar, vntill by oneof the pesple of the Coun⸗ 

trie we found it to be Pemba. At the ſight of this low 
Jland, after wer plainly perceiued it, we. pꝛeſentiy 
tackt about and ſet from the ſhoze till day, any-then 
we tackt about againe fo the ſhoze ſide , and neering 
alongſt the ſhoze ſide foz a harbour to anchoz in, wa 
ſent onr Pinnis in the meane time, to the ſhoꝛe with 
the Gang onely and Maiſter Elmoretoſeek fo2 a cons 
uenient watering place, wer keping our courſe fill 
our innis came to the ſhoze fide. Then two o2 thee 
of the people of the Jland demanded in the Portugal! 
language what we were and one of our men made ans 
fwer, that we were Engliſhmen. Then they deman⸗ 
ded againe what we had to do there, in regard the 
Ring of Portugall was King of that Aland: we 
replied , that wee unew not ſo much, neither came 
weer thither fo2 any euill intent whatloeuer, but onely 

to water, and would giue them ſatisfaction, foz any 0s 
therthing that weſhouldbaneof them. Chen it dzew 


towards 
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towards night, and our men came aboard, and ac⸗ 
8 the whole Company with this their parly on 

020, 

The 11. day aur Boat went a ſhoze to the ſame 
place, but found it void of people, and returned, and 
pꝛeſently we came to an ancoꝛ, about fiue oz ſire of the 
Clocke in the alt er⸗ none, neere vnto two oz thzœ bzo- 
ken Jlands there, adioining neere to the malne Jland 
of Pemba. This place of ourthen ancozing ffandeth in 
the height of flue degrees, and 20 minutes. 

The 12. day our Pinnis went on ſhoze to the ſame 
place, with muſter Jordan, one of our Parchants, At 
whoſe comming on ſhoze, after ſome conference with 
fone that could ſpeake Portugall, but not with thoſe 
(as it ſmed) with whom we ſpake the day befo2e ; 
foz theſe told maſter Iordan the Ring was a Mallaibar, 
and after ſome other conference, maiſter Iordan told 
them, that although our ſhip were an Engliſh ſhip, pet 
be was a Portugall Merchant, and the goods in the 
ſhip were Portugals goods. Then they told vs wee 
ſhould not want foz any thingther had, and here vpon 
they ſent a Moore into our boat to make ſearch foz a 
conuenient watering place, who after ſome (mal! 
ſearch, bꝛought vs to a little hole at the bottome of a 
Dill, b&ing hemmed in with a Hill on the one ſide, 
and aditch on Þ other ſide, there we filled onr Barree⸗ 
codes and being ready to goe aboard, we deſired the 
Moore to gos aboard with vs, who willingly agreed 
thereto, and wee vſed him very kindly, till the next 
mozning that wee went to water againe, and carried 
him on ſhoꝛe with vs by whoſe repozt of his kinde bs 
ſage aboard, there came downe with him, another 
that could ſpeake a little Porrugall, who (as he laid 
was one of the Kings Gentlemen: him we alſa 
bꝛought aboard, and vſed him very kindly, and ſet 
him a ſhoze the next day, Uho pꝛomiſed at his de- 


parture to bzing vs Hennes, Coquonuts, and Ozen⸗ 
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ges. which hee did acco2dingly, and then our Paiſter, 
with maiſter Reuet, and my lelfe, went a choze with 
ſome others of our Company ; where wee dined, 
and aff er dinner came two Cauelliers, and a Moore, 
being one of their ſtaues, to the wat ering plce, where 
our menwere filling of the Caſke, and aſked whether 
there were any of the chiefe of sur Ship, oz Company 
there, to whõ Edward Churchman one of sur Compa⸗ 
ny made anſwer,t laid there was our maiſter, and one 
ofthe Merchants, whom lil it pleaſed them) he would 
bzing to parlee with them: and at their meeting, 
they ſaluted each other after the Portugall maner. And 
after ſome Conference, demanding what wee were, 
we told them we were Engliſhmen, and thy replied, 
that wee were very welcome, and all that they had, oz 
the Aland could affoꝛd, was at our command and diſ⸗ 
poking ; to whom we gaue hearty thankes. 

But theſe ſugred woꝛds of theirs, was only in out⸗ 
ward ſhew, to cloake their treacherous pzactiſes, as 
afterward we found it true. 

Then wer demanded what they were, and it was 
anſwered, that one of them was the Kings Bꝛother, 
who inſtantly ſhewed vs a _ſiluer ring, whereon was 
ingrauen the number of villages, and houſes, oz cotta⸗ 
ges in the Aland, and ſaid hee was Raler and Gouer⸗ 
noꝛʒ ot all thoſe places. Then wee aſked them, if there 
were any Portugals in the Aland, they ſaid no, foz 
they had baniſhed them all, becauſe they would 
haue reliefe there perfozce, and would make flanes of 
the people of the Jland, (which beeingnot able to in- 
dure) they made continuall warres with them at their 
comming thither. 

In the means fime , our Pinnis came on ſhoze, 
Which had beene at another place of the Jland foz Cats 
tell, acco2ding fo appointment, but were deferred-off, 
till they might get fitter oppdztunity foz their inten⸗ 


Then 
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Chen our men told vs, that they had heard ok that 
ſide af the Aland where they were foz Cattell, that 15 
ſaile of Hollanders had lately taken Moſembege, and 
put all the Portugals te the ſwoꝛd, which newes they 
had heard from Zinzibar to be true, whereat theſe Ca- 
uelliers ſeemed outwardly to reiopce, which was alſo 
another ſubtill traine to bꝛing vs within compaſſe of 
their intended freachery, And when night dꝛew on, 
we intreated them to go aboard with vs, which then 
they refuſed to do, but pꝛomiſed to come aboard the 
next day, being the ſeuenttenth dap of December, 
which the Kings bꝛother (as he named himſelfe) did 
with two others, but befoze they came aboard, they 
crauedpledges, which they had, viz. Thomas Caue, 
Gabriel Brooke, and Laurence Pigot our Surgeon. 
The other th:z& being then aboard, wee vſed them ve- 
rp kindly vntill they went on ſhoze, on the eighteenth 
day in the mo2ning ; And our Generall gaue the chiefe 
of them two Goats, a paper Cartridge of Gun-pow- 
der, and ſome other ſmall trifles to the other two, and 
ſos went on ſhoze, and maiſter Reuet, maiſter Iordan, 
NM. Glaſcot t my ſelfe went with them fo2 our pledges, 
t at our comming on ſhoꝛe, and fearing no freachery, 
we went ſire o2 eight vnaduiſedly vp to the houſes 
fo2 our pledges, whom wee found guarded with fifty 
oz firty men armed with ſeuerall weapons, as Bewes 
and Arrowes, Swoꝛzds and Bucklers, Darts, and 
Curtleaxes, pet at our comming thither, wee recei- 
ned dur pledges, and without longer ſtap, departed 
to the Dea fide, accompanied with the Kings bꝛother, 
andimmediatly moſt ofthoſe Moores come alſo after 
vs, and fire oz eight of them tame to our Pinnis ſive, 
and biewed her, and ſo departed againe to the reſt of 
their fellowes, 

And we inſtantly entred our boat, and intreated the 
Kings bzother to go aboard with vs, which he willing- 


ly did, e we entertained him with all kindnes that we 
C 3 could, 
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could, vntil towards night that he waste depart, when 
our Maiſter offered him a knife, with fome other odde 

trifies, which he ſco2nfully refaſed t pꝛeſontly went as 
ſhoze in our boat. Upon this we miſtruſted ſome tre- 
chery intended againſt vs, and therefoze thought to ber 
better armed at our nerf comming a ſhoaze. 

Lye : 9 day our long Boat went alhoze in the moz- 
ning very early, to fill our Caſke with water, and ha- 
ning filled the ſame, within a litle they eſpied our ſailes 
out,beinglet down to d2y;but they imagined we were 
goingaway:whernpon the companion to Þ kings bzo# 


her cauie to dur boatſwaine, and aſked him if we were 


going away; The boatſwaine, as wel as he could, both 
by ſignes, and otherwiſe, told him, it was only to day 
our ſails. And as they were thus talking, they ſpied our 
Pinnis comming, being then very well armed, and left 
ok making any further inquiry: which Pinnis had they 
not then eſpied, it was likelp they had intended to haue 
cut off our men, taken our boat; foꝛ there was to ot 
theſe rogues at the leaſt lying i in ambaſh about p wa⸗ 
tering place, ready to haue giuen Þ on⸗ſet, it the watch⸗ 
woꝛd had bengiuen. By this time eur Pinnis was 
come to the ſhoꝛe, and our men ſtanping on their guard 
vpon the ſands, not far from her:then our Paiſter ſent 
Nicolas White, one ot᷑ our gang, to tel them of Jland 
that our Merchants were come aſhoꝛe, boho paſſing by 
one of their houſes, might perteiue the lame to be ſal of 
people, x amonglt the reſt, ſir Portugals, in long bꝛan⸗ 
ched damaſk coats, lined with ble w kaffata, and vnder 
p ſame, white callico bzeches. This Nicolas White, at 
his refurne told vs, and pꝛeſently came down the com- 
panion fo the kings bzoth:r,andfold maſter Reuet, the 
Marchants were weary, e intreatod them to go vp to 
the to ſee v cattell, which was only one bullocke, which 
Nicolas White ſaw at his going vp, and no moze, But 
maſter Reuet craned pardd, deſiring him to ſend down 
b bullocko, aud there was com modities in the boat to 


— 
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* 
make ſatiſfaction fo2 the ſame. Nlith this anſwer, ꝛ ſce⸗ 
ing vs better armed then we were wont to be, he went 
away. The Kings bꝛother being then on the ſands, cõ⸗ 
manded a Negro to gather Coquo nuts to ſend to our 
General, a made choiſe of Edward Cirurchman one of 
our men, to fetch the ſame, whom we neuer ſabo after. 
noꝛ could euer know what became of him; But when 
they ſaw that none of vs would come a ſhoꝛe, but toy 
vpon ous gard, they gaue the watchwozd and ſounded 
a hoꝛzne, t pꝛeſently ſet vpon our mon at the watering 
place t let Iohn Harrington, the boat⸗ſwaines man, 
ounded Robert Buckler, maſter Ella nors man very 
ſoze, with 8 o2 10 ſeuerall wounds, and had killed him 
but that we diſcharged a Muſket o2 two, which (as it 
ſomed)hart ſome of thein; foꝛ then they retired e cried 
out; & ſo( though weake and faint) he did at length re⸗ 
couerour boat. Alſo two oz tha moze of our men by 
creeping t lying cloſe in the ditch, vntill they eſpied our 
boat, got alſo ſafe aboard: then counting eur men, we 
onely miſſed Edward Churchinan, Iohn Harrington, 
that was ſlaine: # ſo comming aboard, we certified the 
catupanyofail ourp;ocedings on ſhoare; and our Dur- 
geon dzefſed Robert Buckler, aud after did his beſt fo; 
his cure and recouery of his health. 

The twentieth day in p moꝛning we went on ſhoaro 
with our Pinnace and Long-boat, very well armed to 


, fetch in our Dauld, ( which is a peece of wood oz timber 


wherewith we hale vp our Auco2) g a little beyond the 
ſame we found John Harrington dead, & ſtarke naked, 
whom we buried at another Jland, hard by the maine 

land. | * 
The naturall people ot the Aland Pemba, feme to be 
louing and kind: ko they made ſignes to me and others 
af our firſt coming, to beware of our thꝛoats cutting: 
which then we tone no herd oz natice of, vntill this 
their treachery put vs in minde thereof againe, , 

Che ſame.day(bojng the 20 day)we waighed Ancoz, 
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and about 12. of the tlocke at night, our ſip was on 
ground, on the ſhoulds of Meluidee, oʒ Pemba, which 
wee certainely knew not: Yet God of his mercy, (as 
fozmerly in the late pꝛetended freachery, ſo in that 
extreamitp) did mightily defend and pꝛeſerue bs, 
whoſe name bee pꝛaiſed and glozified now and euer⸗ 
moꝛe. 

The 21. day in the mozning , wee eſpied thze& ſaile 
being ſmall boats, ſleightly wzought together, called 
Paugaias which we made after and tooke , which they 
on ſhoꝛe eſpying, they ſent ont an Aduiſoꝛ being allo 
a Paugaia, which perceiued that wee had faken thes- 
ther and returned to the ſhoze. 

Now of thoſe which we had taken there were ſome 
6.02 8. ok the chiefeſt, that were thought by our com⸗ 
pany to be Portugals, the reſt being eertainely known 
to be Moores, and were in all ſome fourty and odvde 
perſons, and thoſe ſire o2 eighÞ were pale and white, 
much differing from the colour of the Moores , Pet 
being asked, what they were, they ſaid, they were 
Moores, and ſhewed vs theiv backes all wzitten with 
Characters; and when we affirmed them tobe Portu- 
gals, they then told vs the Portugals were not circums 
ciſed. 

But fo conclude; our Company would not be per⸗ 
ſwaded bat that they were Portugals: Then ſome of 
our Copany told them of all the intended freachreies 
with the loſſe of two of our men, and wounding of the 
the third, which made them fearekull of our reuenge, 
(as it ſeemed) and then they talked together in their 
obone language, which made vs alſo ſuſpect, ſome vil- 
lanous and deſperat attempt fo be pꝛetended by them, 
and therefoze J kept my ſelfe fill vpon the pope, 
and loked carefully ts the ſwoꝛds which ſtood naked⸗ 
ly in the Maſters Cabbin, which they alſo knew and 
noted, and marked Yaiſter Glaskock,” and wy ſelſe 
where we ſet our ſwozds to haue the 


n. 
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place, voived, which J.percetuing, kept good watch, 
leſt greater hurt ſhould enſue thereby, and being thus 
alone on the pope they beckoned me thx 02 four ſeue⸗ 
rall times to come to them vpon the ſpare Deck, which 
A denied, leſt they ſhould ſo recouer the ſwozds, wher⸗ 
by far moge harme might haue biene done, then after⸗ 
wards was done. 

Then our Paiſter came vpon the ſpare decke and 
demanded, which was their Pilot, whom hee toke 
nowne into his Cabbin!, and ſhewed him his plaf, 
which hee at his comming downe did very eareneſtlp 


But at his going from the reſt with our Paſter,h& 

ſpake in the Moores language, warning them (as wee 

thought) tolookets themſMues and do their belt a- 
mongtl vs, and to giue-eare when he gane the watch- 
wo2d,and then to giue the Dnlet. 

Alſo there were s vſed that the Pilof had # 
knife about him, and boing ſearched fo2 it, hee nimblie 
conusvied the ſame from the one ſive to the other, and 
therwith ſuddenly ſtabbed the Maiſter into the belly, e 
then cried ont, which (belike) was the Watch-wozd: 
Foz then they degan the onſet on the ſpars decke, 
where Maſter Glaſcocke, Maſter Tindall, our Gene⸗ 


rall, and one di do oze with them chuncen tes kill 
foure oꝛ fine of the white Noagues, and nunca 
uocke among the roſt, that at length they al- 


molt fdarty of them, and bzought the reff ; 


tection. 


Now, a little befoze our Maſter thus called the Pi- 
lot, he entreated dur Generall, that if they had any 
garnances oz peaſon-(betng theirCounfry fod) they 
would let vs haue ſome iuhich they ſhotild be paid fo2, 
what was taken from them ſhoald bee redeliuered, 
with free liberty to go where they would, whereto the 
General conſented, heereupon our Maiſter called the 
Pilot, to ſ@ if h had any _ in the Plat,and mw = 
eee | m 
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him depart, and all thereſf. But when thus freache- 
roufiy they offered vs the firſt abuſe , ws could do no 
teſſe then we did, being in our owne defence, and lo: 
the ſafe-gard of our liues. 

Pet did ſame fiue 02 ſire of theſe villaines, reconer 
a Pangaia by their excellent ſwiftnefſe in ſwimming, 
and eſcaped to the ſhoze,they ſwimming to wind-wary 
faſter then our Pinnis could rowe. 

In this ſkirmiſh were hurt but rhz@.of our Com⸗ 
pany, namely, Maiſtex Glaſcocke, with two wonuds, 
whereof one was a depe wound in his backe, Maiſter 
Tindals was aimed at hisbzeaft, he haning nothing in 
his hand to defend himſelfe, yet by the alliſtancs of the 
Almighty he turned himſelfe about and recetued the 
ſcabbe in his arme, and gar Pailſers was in his belly, 
as is fozmerly ſaid; which (Gad be thanked) they all 
retouered, and were well cured. 

The 19. day of Jannary wer eſpied many Jlands, 
which the Portugals call by ths name of Almaiſant,bes 
ing to the number ok nine Jlands, all vnpeopled as the 
Portugals waife and affirme. | q 
The 20 day we ſent our Pinnis in the moaning to 
one of tho Jlauds to ſecke freſh water, but could finde 
none: pet they found there great ſtoʒe of Land Tur⸗ 
tles, and bzought ſome ſire aboard, then we ſailed 
to an other Aland, which ſeemed mozelikely foz frech 
water then the fürſt, where we caſt anchoz. 
She 2 i dap about ten of the clocke in the lozenone 
Riding there at twelue oz thirtens fathome water, 
and a reaſonable god harbour, we ſtaied there vntill 
the firſt day ol Febznary, and then waighed An 
and departed. Pere we relreſhed our ſelues very welk 
with freſh water, Coquo nuts, fiſh, Palmitoes, and 
Dones, great plenty. 3 

The firſt day of Febꝛuarp, we ſet ſaile, and ſailed 
with a faire winde vntill the 19. day, that we pal 
the Equinoctiall line, and on the fiftenth. day in the 


mozntng. 


meriyiniaredby ſomethat had paſe that way: but 
| 2 
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mozning betime, we came within ken ol land, which 
was the coſt of Melueidy vpon the maine. | 

The 16. day we came to an Ancoz, about nine of 
the clocke in the mozning, at 12 fathome water, and 
ſome two leagues from the ſhoze, and pꝛeſently wee 
ſent our Pinnis to the ſhoꝛe to ſceke ſome refreſhing, 
but they could by no meanes get on ſhoze; no2 would 
the people of the Countrey, (being fearefull) come 
within parly, which at their returne they certified our 
Paiſter o., and ſo in the alternone we ſet ſaile againe, 
and departed. 

Now about this time it pleaſed God, (by the cons 
feſſion of William Acton, aue of eur ſhip-boies) to re⸗ 
neale afoule and de teſtable nne committed amongſt 
bs; which beingapp2oned againÞ him by a Jury, her 
was condemned to die. and was executed foz the ſame 
— the third day of March (being Friday) in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning. 

The 2 1. day betimes in the mozning, we ofpiedan 
Aland ſtanding in the height of r 2. Degrees, and 17. 
minutes, beeing barren and vnpcopled, oner againſt 
which Aland, ſome th2& leagues diſtant, ffod foure 
hillockes,02 rocks, t fo2 this Aland we boze vp a whole 
day. and a night, and finding it to bee barren, and vn⸗ 
peopled, by ſending ourſkiffe on ſhoze, we palſed y 
if; and the ſame day woe eſpied thzee Jlands moze a 
bout Sunne ſetting ſtanding in the height al r 2. Des 


gras and 29. minutes, to which Jlands wecame the 


29. diy of Parch, 1609. two of which Flands were 


within a league one of another, and the third we found 


to be Sacatora, and ſtandeth in 12. Degrees and 24. 
minutes, where we ancoꝛed in a ine Bap the 30. day 
in the mozning about ten ot᷑ the clockke. 

At light of vs, the Jlanders made a fire, and wee 


tent ourſkiffoon ſhoze, but the people fled with great 


feare and trembling, hauing (as it ſemed) been fo2- 
dur

our men looking about, found no likeliheod ofany re- 
liefe there, and ſo tame aboard and certified the Gene- 
rall thereof ; ſs that about fine ofthe olock in the afters 
none, we waighed ancoz, and ſailed along to finde out 
the chiefe harboz. 

The 31 day we ſtod ofinto the maine (ea, where we 
met with a Gurarat ſhip, laden with Cotten woolls, 
Ca licoes, andPentathoes, being bound foz Adden, 
whither we kept her company, in regard they told vs 
it was a Towne of great trading, but wer found it 
quite contrary : foꝛ it was onely a Towne ot garriſon, 
and many Souldiers in it: and at the veryentring ins 
tothe Towne, is a Caſtle cut out of the maine, and 
incompalſed round with the Sea, wherein are thirty⸗ 
two. peeces. of Ozdinance, and fifty petes in the 
Towne, | 

The 10, day of Apzill we arrined there, and the 
Guzarat ſhip went into the Towne, and told the Go-- 
uernour, there was an Engliſh Ship come to trade 
there. Mho pꝛeſentip ſent his Admirall to vs, and 
cur Generall vaaduiſedly went on ſhoze, where her 
and his fellowes were receiued with 4. great Yozſes, 
and were carried befoze the Gouernsur, in as great 
pompe and ſtate as the Towne could yeeld. But the 
Gouernour finding him to be a plaine and ſimple man, 
put him in a houſe with a Chowſe 82 kwper, with ma⸗ 
ny Janizaries oz Douldiers to guard him, and ſo kept 
— pꝛiſoner fire werkes, mi ſelle being pꝛiloner with 

im. | 

And then the Gouernoz cauſed him toſendaboard 
foz Iron, Tinne, and Cloath, to the value of 2500. 
D .llars, with pꝛomiſe to buy the ſame, which when he 
had on ſhoze, he claimed and made ſtay thereof, fo2 the 
tuſtome ofthe ſhip onely: And when hee ſaw ha had 
gotten as much as he could, he ſent him aboard the 
2 7 dap of map, and kept 2 of our Marthants fo2 2 000 
Dol lars, which he ſaid was foz ancozage: but —

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yerall voice of the company was, thaths ſhould haue 
none: whereupon he lent the Parchants vp into the 
Countreyſome 8 —4 ta a place called Sia- 
ny where the Baſhaw then lay 

The 28. day our Pinnace came to bs, who fold The Maiſter 
vs their Maiſter was dead, and inquiring where, and of our Pinnis 
how, the companp told vs, be was knockt in the head murdered. 
with a Pallet hammer, by one Thomas Clatke, with 
p conſent of Francis Driuer his mate, Andrew Euans, 
and Edward Hilles, beingfoure murderons and bad⸗ 
minded men, who being aſkedwhy, and vpon what 
occaſion they did it, they could make no excuſe, noꝛ als 
ledge anycauſe, laue onely, that hee had ſome ſmall 
quantity of Aquauitæ and Roſa ſolis, foz his owne 
ſto2e,and fo2 the god of them, oꝛ anyone aboard, that 
ſhould ſtand in need thereof, and was pꝛouident fo 
kepe and pʒeſerue the ſame, till great ned ſhould bee, 
and there foze aut of mere malice, and chiefly by the 
inſtigation of Francis Driuer his mate, thev thus mur⸗ 
dered an innocent man, who thaught them no harme, 
no2 ſuſpected any ſuch danger. 

The 3 1. day of May a Jury was called, and vpon 
iuſt andduepofe, acco2ding to our.Engliſh Lawes, 
they were conuiced, and Francis Driuer and Thomas 
Clarke were condemned and iudged fo dye, and were 
banged in the Pinnace where they did the fact; and on 
the other two, Godſhewed his iuſt iudgement after⸗ 
wards. Foz Edward Hilles was enten with Caribs, 
— MPan⸗saters, and the other died and rotted whers 

e lap. 

The third day of June we waighed ancoꝛ, and ſai⸗ 
led into the Red-ſea,thozow the flraights of Moc koo; 
which are ſome leagus ouer from ſoze to ſhoꝛe, and 
18 fafhome water, cloſe aboard the Jland ſhoze, and 
about; leagues in length. 

When you are within the Straits, there lpeth a 
great ſhole, ſond two leagues * the Ses, * to 
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chunne it, you mult take a god bzeadth of, and ſo vou 
hal come in no danger and then vou haue to Mockoo 
ſome 6 leagues, where is a god Road to ancoz in, and 
faire ground, and you may ride at 14 fathome water. 
It is a place that is neuer without ſhipping: foz it is a 
Towne of great trade of marchandize, and hath Cars 
ranans,02 Conudies that come from Seena, from Me- 
cha, from grand Cairo, and Alexandria, and all thoſe 
places. 

It is aCity of great trading fozour commonities 2 
as Linne, Iron, Lead, Cloth, ©wozd blades, and 
all Engliſh commodities. It hath a great Buſſart, oz 


Parket eaery day in the weeke. There is great ſtoze 


of fruit, as Apzicockes,Nuninces, Dates, Grapes, as 
bundance, Peaches, Limmons, and Plantins great 
ſtoꝛe, which A much marnelled at, in regard the peo 

ple ofthe Countrey told vs,theyhad no raine in — 
yeares befoze, and vet there was very god cozne,and 
god ſtoze, loʒ eighteene pence a buſhell. 

There are Dren, Dherpe, and Goafs abundance: 
as an Dre fo2 3 Dollars, a Goat fo2 halfe a Dollar,. 
and a Sharpe fo2 halte a Dollar: as much Kiſh koz that 
pence as will ſutfice tenne men to a meale. As Dol⸗ 
** Maze, lb, Balle, Pullets, and other god 


The to w ne is Arabian, and gouerned by the Turke: 
and if an Arabian offend, he is ſeuerely puniſhed by 
their Law. Foz they haue Gallies and Chaines of 
purpoſe, whichoffenders are put into, elſe were they 
not able to kcpe them in awe and ſubiection. 

At Moc koo ive ſtaied from the 13. of June till the 


Their abod 18. of July, and then waighed ancoz, and went out to 


the mouth of Mockoo, where we loft two ancozg,and 
from thence we ſet ſafle to Sacatora: andabont the 5 

of Auguſt, we calf anco2ouer againſt the Towne of 
Saiob,where the kinglieth, and one ol our Merchant 
went on ſhoze and gaue the king a pꝛeſent, and deſired 


that 
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that ius might buy Wafer, Goats, and other pzouits 
on, which ha would not grant, becauſe the women of 
the Country were much afraid: yet he tald him, if her 
would go to a Road ſome ſtue leagues of, we ſhould 
haue any thing his Countrep would affoꝛd: where we 
bought Goats, Water, aloes Sototrina, Dꝛagons 
bloud,and what elſe the Countrep would affma2d. 
Yere at Sawb,wee remained from the; day of Au⸗ 
guſt, till the 18. day, and iet ſaile with an ancoꝛ and a 
halle, fo Cambaia. And on the 28 dap of Auguſt wer 
came to Moa, where one of the Countrep people told 
va, that ſoz the value of 20. Dollars, wet might houe 
a Pilot to bꝛing vs to the bar of Surot. But our wilful 
Maiſter retuſed it. and ſaid he would haue none. 
The 29 day wee let faile from thence, thinking fo 
bit the Channell to go to the bar, but wer came out of 
xo fathome water into / fathome, and into fire fa⸗ 
thome anda halfe. Then wer tackt about tothe Meſt⸗ 
ward, and came into 1 5 fathome ,. and then we tackt 
about againe to the Eaſt ward. and came into ſtus fa- 
thome water. Then ſome of the company aſked whe⸗ 
ther our Paiſter would go. whoauſwered let her go o⸗ 
uer the height; and p2eſently the Ship stroke, which J 
pzeſently went vp and told him of:who turning about 
as kod who durſt lap ſhe ſtroke, then pzeſently ſhe 
Kyoke againe, and ffroke off her Rudder, and loſt if 
in the Dea: then we came fo an anchoꝛ, and rods there 
two dates, then sur Skiffe ſplit in peces, and we had 
no moꝛe but our long boat to helpe our ſelues withall: 
vet wee made ſuch ſhift, that wee got the peeces of our 
fkiffe into the ſhip, and the Carpenter ment ſo round⸗ 
jy to wozke, that they had bound her vp together with 
woldings, ſo that when our greateſt need was, ſhe. 
bzought 16. men on ſhoze. | 
The lecond day of September about ſirof theclock The Shippe 
at night. our ſhip ſtroke and began to founder, and foundezes,. 
haning ſtroke twiſe,' ws had pzeſentiy 24 inches of 
"*0 water 
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River. 
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water in the Mell, then we plied the Pumpe, ſome 
fourehoures, v:z. from ſenenvftheCtoocke to eleuen 
of the Clocke at night, then the waterencreaſed ſo falt 
that we wete able to keepe her no renn were foz- 
ted to take out boats. 

The Merchants had ſome 1 00001. lying betwiene 
the maine Maſte and the Stearidge, whereof the Ge⸗ 
nerall bid the Company take what they would, and 
I thinke they tooke amongſt them ſome ooo. pounds 
ſome hauing x oo. pounds, ſome 50. pounds, ſome 40. 
pounds, ſome moze, aud ſome leſle, and ſo we left the 
ſhip, and tooke neither meate noꝛ dainke with ds. And 
betweene twelue and one ol the Clocke, wa ſet ſaile 
to come a ſhoꝛe, which was at the leaſt 20 leagues fo 
the Eaſt ward, and ſo we ſailed all that night, and the 
next day, without any ſuſtenante at all, tilt aue oz 
ſireof the clocke at night, being the third days k Dep⸗ 
tember, that we made the Land being a little Aland, 
ſtanding vpon the bar, and then aguſt came down vp⸗ 
an vs, and bꝛok the midſhip thought of our long boats, 
wherein were 5 f. perlons, pet it pleaſed God that We 
retouered our Maſte, and (the guſt ceaſing) we went 
ouer the barre, and got into the Rirerof Gandeuee. 

But when the Country people ſaw ſa maꝝꝝ men in 

two boates, they ſtroke vp their dꝛums and were in 
Armes. taking vs to be Portugales, and that weetame 
to take ſome of their Townes, which wepercrining, 
(and hauing by chance a Guzarat aboard, wi ſent him 
aſhoze to tell them truly what we were: and when 
they knew we were Engliſhmen , they directed vs 
to theTittyof Gandeuee where was a great Gauer: 
nour, who at our comming thither (and vnderſkan⸗ 
ding we were Engliſhmen) ſeemed to be veryſozrpfo2 
dur miſfoztunes, and welcomed vs very kindly. And 
there ended our trauels by Sea fo2 thattime. 

The fourth day of September, 1609, wie tame to 
the Citty of Gandeuee, Which is a very late hauen, 

and 
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and great ſtoze of ſhipping built there, whereof ſome 
are of foure oʒ ſiue hund ed Tun, it ſtandeth in a god 
Odile, and is gouerned by the Gentiles. é 

The 25, day ol September we tooke our iourney 
towards Surror, fo a Towne called Sabay, which is a 
LTawne,onely confiſtingof Spinners and Meauers, 
and there is much Calico made , and from thence we 
came fo Surrate, where wee found one William Finch 
an Englich Marchant, and ſeruant fo Maſter Iohnſon 
in Cheapſide, who very curteouſi went to the Go⸗ 
uernour, and acquainted him with our deſtreſſe, who 
(as hereatter we found it to be true) was bꝛibed by the 
Portugals, which told him we were akind of turbultt 
people that would make mutinies, and ſow ciuill dif 
cention in the Towne, and ſo aduenture fo lurpꝛiſe 
the Towne, whereupon we were put into a Ponaſte⸗ 
ry, where wer liued the daies, noꝛ could thts ſuffice, 
buf we were remwued foa great honſe, being a Gen- 
tiles houſe, where we lay 14. dafos; in which time, (by 
the god aduiſe ol p ſaid William Finch) we made pꝛo⸗ 
niffon of Coaches, Yozſes, and other things to tfranell 
fo the great Mogobt certifle him of o great diffrefſe 
and miſfoztunes.LThisisaCitty of great fame x Anti- 
quit, being walled about with free ſtone, and a ffrong - 
Garrifon lying therin, and a Citty of great trading fo: 
Merchandize, and great ſtoze ot ſhipping, wherot ſome 
are of 500, Tun, which they cannot lade at the Town 
but carry them auer the bar with their ballance only; & 
there lade the, but los their ſmaller ſhipping they lade 
them at the Town, and ſo go ouer the bar, where at a 
high water, they haus 1 6. ot water. | 

Che 23. of Deptember, wu ton our tourney from The trauaile 
Surrat to Agra, with our Generall and 52. mon, with to Agra. 
21. Coaches of our one, and ſome others being hired, 
and 19. Hozſes to a great Ciitꝝ called Bramport, and 
the firft two nights ws lay in the fields. - 

The 26. day wi tame to Nawbon where Sugar

The 27. dap, we trauelled 12. courſe and came to 
a Citty of the Bannions called Daytaotote, and there 
Maiſter Reuet one of our Parchantsdied. 
. ThisCitty could neuer be conquered by the great 
Mogol, but yelded dpon compoſition, and ſtill holdeth 
his title of King ofthe Bannians, and at this Citty we 
faied fwo dates. 


This Citty veeldes great ſtoꝛe of Dꝛugs, ſine Pens 
tathoſe and Calico Lawnes. 


The firſt of Oaober we franelled 12. courſe, and 
lay in the fields. M a 18 
Lhe ſecond day we trauellod 14. courſe to a great 
Citty of the Bannians called Netherberry, where is a 
graat Baſar oz Market, and all maner of bzaſen wares 
to be ſold, as Pots, Kettles, Candleſfickes, and Cal⸗ 
dons of foure fot long, Shirts ol Pale, Swozds 
and Bucklers, Lances, Yo2ſes in Armour of Artowe 
p2oofe,Camels,andall manner of beaſts. 14 
There is alſo great ſtoꝛe of Cotton wols, Cotten 
yarne, Pentathoes, Callico Lawnes, Ohaches foz 
Turbants foz their heads, Limmons, Potatoes; 
tha pound foz a penny, and all manner of Dʒugs. 
And ſurely cloth would bs a verp vendible commgs 
dity there: fo2 courſe felt is thers extreame deare. Al⸗ 
fs Gold and Siluer is there very plentifall, and theſe 
arc very good people to deals withall. A 211 
The third day we trauelled ten courſe, to a (mall 
Towne ok Puſvandzy called Sailote, where is alſo 
great ſtoꝛe ol Dugar, and fruits of all ſozts, ä 
The next dap ws trauelled 18. courſe *

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Zowne called Saddiſee, and there is the Niuer ot Tyn- 
dee, which runneth to Surrat, wherein is great ſtoze of 
Fith of all ſoats,and this Riygr diuideth the Conñnes 
of the Bannians and the Guzarates. 

The Bannians are a ſtrange people in their beliete; 
and honour God in a ſtrange faſhion, viz. in pictures 
of ſfones, hanging their beads on the heads of the 
pictwres,and then with their fac, * folvards the Dun, 
doe woꝛſhip it; ſaying, that all their comfozts pꝛoteeds 
from it. And pet Jaw moꝛe then this, which was a 
Cow adozned with a veſte of gold, and many Jewels, 
her head bedecked with garlands and flowers, and 
then being bꝛought to a burtall place, where they doe 


ble to make Bermons, they kiſſe her ferte and teats, 


and wozlhip her, that it grieued me to ſc their fond 
ſuperſtition, and alhominable Jdolafry. And aſking 
why they did if, they anſwered, that ſhe was the mo⸗ 
ther of beaſfs,and bꝛought themmilke, butter, cheeſe, 
anu the Dre to till the ground, and laſtlp, her hide did 
make leather to make them Shwes. Mozeouer, they 
ſay, the is bleſt by the Mother ol God, to be honoured 
aboue all beaſts. And ſo leauing the Bannians, wee 
croſſed the Riuer of Tyndee, into the Gentiles Coun⸗ 


Barnions. 
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Now at Saddiſee we being manp, ſome in Coaches, 
ſome on Yoaſeback, they thought we had come to take 
their Town, and did ſhut their gates, 4 bent their Dz- 
dinance vpon vs. But out Generall ſent our Linguiſt 
oz Interpꝛeter to cectifie them what wee were and 
then the Gouerneur opened the gates, and tame 
hunſelk to entertaine vs with great corfeſie and fate, 
Pet that night we lap by the River ſive, andthe next 
day, beoing the fiſth of October, wee came into the

we trauelled ſome x 2-Courſe,andlayat aPonafery. 
And tho ſecſenth-day wee went to yo goat Tht of

The eleuenth of Nouember we look our iournep tos 
wards Agroc,J and loſeph Salebancke dut Purſer, & 
one Io. Frenchman, with one of the Country people 105 
our guide, taking leaue of the Generall, who was ex⸗ 
treme ſicke ol an Ague, and no hope ofany ſpeedy reco- 
uery. Alſo we had thought to haue gone along with a 
Carrauand of foure hundꝛed and fifty ſtrong, which 
were bound foz Agro: but the Captaine fold vs, that 
they were to ſtay ſelen dayes longer; but fatd, if we 
would trauel ſome two daies ion (which we might 
ſafely doe without any danger of th — chould 
meet with a greater; Carauand then 
Do on the twelfth day wee trauelled to. a Towns 
called Caddor, ſome fiterne rourſe ſtom thence, where 
we lap that niger. 

Here the Gauernour bearing that woe were ſtrau⸗ 


gers. v2 Chiſttans, demande n hat we would haue, 


and whither we trauellede Me anſwered, to Agro, fo 
the Ring, and that we tame from Surrot. Then he al⸗ 
ked vs what we would dor with the Ring?

The Gentiles will eat nothing that bleedeth, and Þ 
Sunne is their great God, Fos, ſhould they eate any 
thing Þ blerdeth, ther belteue y they may eat the ſoules 
of their Father, Mother, Siſter, Bꝛother, oz Friends, 
that are deceaſed? Foz, they ſay, that when any one 
dieth, their bzeath pꝛeſently goeth into one beaſt 02 o- 
ther, a ſo, in eating that beaſt, a man may eate the ſoule 
of ſome friend together with the fleſh of that beaſt, ſuch 
is their great blindnefſe and ignozance. Nay moze, 
they do make enery lining thing their Jdols : as, the 
firſt lining they merte in the moꝛning is their God 03 
Saint foz that dap, to wozſhip that, and ſo leauing the 
Gentiles, we come to the Bulloits g2 Pithagorcaos.

called Barrandon, where are great fozeof Merchants 
of the Bannians and Meſulipatanians. 

It is a Citty where the great Carrauans meet, and 
there is great trade of Perchandiſe, foz Cloth, Dha- 
ſhes, Armour, fo2 men and Yozſes, Coats of Male, 
Armour ot Arrow p2ofe , bombaſt Neadpeeces, and 
Elephants teeth, alſo many wilde Clephants in the 
Countrep: here we ffaien two daies and left our Cars 
rauant in the Citty. 

The 2 7. day we toke our tourney fozwards, and 
by the way wee met with a Ton oz Knight of that 
Counfrey, with fourty Yozſebeing bound'foz Agro, 
and fifty ſhot, with whom we alſs kept company, be- 
ing about 140. ſtrong, and trauelled in the Deſart 
ſome lire daies, where are great ſtoze of wilde Cle- 


phants, Lions, Tygars, Catof-Hountaines, Poz-

The 24. day, wee franelled 16. courſe to a Citt _

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pentines and other wilde beats innumerable, but 
thoſe wee ſaw. Theſe Deſarts are 100. courſe long, 
where every night we made great fires round about 
our tents, to ſhunne the dangers of the wilde beaſts; 
This Con oz Knight told vs the nature oz wit of the 
Elephant, who knowing he is hunted to death foz his 
teeth, will go to a tri and there by maine fozce will 
wꝛing oꝛ wzelt his teth onf of his head, knowing that 
ſo he ſhall liue ſecure aud freefrom that danger, and 
this he pꝛoteſted fo be true. 

The third ol December, we paft thoſe Doſarts and 
came fo a Towne called Tranado. 

The fourth day, we trauelled ſome 16. courſe foa 
Townecalled Zaioberdee, where is hay, cozne, and 
graine, great plenty. 

The fifth dap, we trauelled ſome 18. courſe is a City 
called Handee, where the King hath a Caſtie and 
houſe, cut out off the mains Nocke, and wꝛought with 
carued woꝛke round about. This Caſtle is — 
and hath fifty peeces of Oz dinance in it. 

There laꝝ in this Caſtle, when wee were there 200. 
Knights, Captaiues, and other Oallants, that had 
tranſgreſſed the Law, oz the Kings tommandement, 
as in Treaſon, Rebellion, and luch like matters. Al- 
ſo, in this City are two houſes much like Daint Jones, 
where Captaines and Caniliers, that haue bene mai⸗ 
med, and hurt in the warres, do liue, and haue each ons 
a Pammothee a dap, being nine ponce Eagliſh, and 
meate and dꝛinke at then ance. 

The 6. day we tame ta the Tamluo, which 
runneth info the Niuer Indus, which parteth the couns 
tries of the Pithagoreans, and the Indeſtants. 


The Pithagoreans in fozmer times haue bene a 


bile and freacherous kinde of people, and had a Law 


that when the huſband died, the wife ſhouldbe alſo 
burnt, which is holden fill this day, though not in fo 
Erict amar, ſoʒ now hemaymay refuſe a 
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35 
her head is ſhauen, and ſhe clad in ablacke veffure, oz 
garment, which among them is reputed moſt vile aud 
hatefull, that the baſeſt laue in the tountrey will not 
ſuccour nozrelieue her, though the ſhould ſarue. 

Now the cauſe why this Law was firſt made, was, 

fo; that the women there were ſo fickle and inconſtant 
that vpon any ſleight occaſton of diſlike o2 ſpleene,they 
would poiſon their huſbands, Whereas now the eſta- 
bliching and executing of this Law, is the canſe that 
moueth the wife to lone and cheriſh her huſband, and 
witheth not to ſuruiue him. 
As oz example, A ſaw a yong woman, the wile of 
a Doctoz, whoſe huſband being dead, hee made choiſe 
to bee carried in a Pageant, by foure men, thee 
being eloathed inLawne,- and her head decked with 
Jewels, and rich Ozuaments, and befoze her went 
Mulicke ok all ſozts chat the Countrey offgo2den, as 
Yoebotes, Dꝛums, Files, anv Trumpets, and next 
vnto her, all her kind ed, and ſo ſhee was b2ought fo 
the plaee ol Execution, where was a ſtake, and a hole 
ts ſet her feet ſo being tied tothe ſtake, all her 
kindꝛed kn und aboat her, & pꝛaxing to the ſun, 
and their other Idols, the fire was let to her, ſhee ha⸗ 
ning vnder each arme a bagge of Gun powder, and a 
bagge betwirt her legges, and fo burnt fo death, the 
fire being made ol Beniamin, Dfozare, Lignomal- 
loes, and other tot wods. Thus much fo2 the Bul- 
loĩts, and ſo to the Indeſtands, and the next day we tra⸗ 
uelled ſome ten courſe to a Zowne called Addar. 

The eighth day we tranelled ſoine 26. courſe, and 
came to the great Citfty of Agro, where the great Mo- 
goll keepsthhis Court and reſidence. 

The ninth day Capfaine Hawkins came to vs, and 
bzought vs beſoꝛe the Ring, as it is thecuſfome and 
manner ot the Countrey. Fozno ſtranger may ſtap a⸗

bone twenty foure houres befoze he be bꝛought befoze 
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meth. Alls enery ſtranger Muff pꝛeſent the ing with 
ſome pꝛeſent, be it neuer ſo ſmall, which hee will not 
refuſe. And A gaue him foz a pʒeſent, a ſmall Whiffle 
of gold, waighing almoſt an ounce, ſet with ſparks of 
Rabies, which hee twke , and whiffled therewith al- 
molt an houre. Alſo J gaue him the picture of Saint 
Iohns head cut in Amber and gold, which he alſo recei⸗ 
ued very gracisullp. a 

The whiſtle he gaue to one ot his great women, and 


the piqure to Sultane Caroone his pongeſt ſonne. Vis 


eldeſt ſon rebelled, and is in pꝛiſon with his eyes ſeas 
led vp, and it is noiſed amongſt the common people, 
that his eies are put out: But it was told mes by a - 
great man, that they were but ſealed vp. Vis name is 
Patteſhaw Shelham, which in our läguage is, heire aps 
parant to the Crowne: Mis ſecond ſonne lineth with 
him, and is called Sultane Naywöbree, and him he think ⸗ 
eth to make his heire apparant: Mis third ſonne is 
called Sultane Lawlle, and is Uiceroy ef Lihorne: Mis 
fourth ſonne is called Sultane Lill, and is Uiceroy.of 
the Gentiles, and theſe are his fine ſonnes. Alſo hes 
hath ten Uiceroys moze vnder him, that gonern ten ſe⸗ 

ueral Pꝛouintes, oꝛ Countries. vi. Can Canaw, Uice⸗ 

roy of the Guzarats : Can Iohn, Wicerop ofthe Bulloi- 

tes: Michall Can,Uliceroy ofthe Bannians : Howſouer 

Can, Uiceroy of Cambaia: Hodge Iohn, WUiceroy of 
Bengolla : Michaell Can, Uiceroy of the Hendownes : 

Sawder Can,Uiceroy ofthe Puttans, and he lieth in the 
Citfy of Candahar: Allee Can, Uieeroy of the Bullo- 
chies, and lieth in the CitfpofBuckera : Sawber Can, 
Uiceroy of the Multans, and Can Bullard Wiceroy ot 
the Indeſtands. 

Theſe are the names of his ten Miceroys, being all 
Veathens, but very wozthy men, and expert in the 
warres, Ye bath a great number of Noble-nien te 
attend on him. An Earls is called a Nawbob, and 


the yare the chiele men that attend mene,

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eth abꝛo ad: fo2 at home none attend him but Enent- 
ches;02 gelded men. 

Vis Le2d chiefe Juſtice is an Euenuch, and is cal- 
led Awlec Nawbob: ha is thought to be wozth twen- - 
ty Engliſh millions: Vee keepeth twenty Elephants, 
onehundzeth and fifty Camels and Dzomedaries,and 
fine hundzeth hozſe fo attend on him. 

The Lo2d Trraſurer is a mighty man, called Sul- 
tan Carowdon ;Ye hath fozty Elephants to attend 
him, two hundzeth Cainels and Dzomedaries, and 
one thouſandYozſe at his ſeruice. And when he come 
meth to lit in his place of Juſtice, he is bꝛought vpon 
an Elephant, clad incloth of gold 92 ſiluer, and ſome- 
times in a Pollankan, carried by foure ſlaues, he lying 
in it, as if he lay in a cradle, in as great pumpe and eaſe 
as may be, and hath foure Paces of ſilget and gilt car⸗ 
ried befoze him, and ten Banners, and as great atten⸗ 
dance as if hee were a Ring; vet an Tweſdaies 
Thurſdaies the King bimſelfe ſits in J ant et 
all cauſes ; He cuſfometh all ſtrangers gods himlette, 
the cuſtome breing but (mall, at his picaſure, as ſame⸗ 
times the value of ten ſhillings cuſtometh goods 
wezth two hundzeth pound. Alſo ifa Parchant ſtran⸗ 
ger, baing wares 02 marchandizs from a farre Coun⸗ 
trep: as from Chyna, Bengalla, and thinks th he ſhall 
make a bad voiage, oz looſe thereby: if he acquaintthe 
— there with, and that the marchandize bee fit foz 
Kings, P2inees. and Roble⸗men, the King humſelſe 
will take part therof, and cauſe his Nobles to take the 
reſt, at ſuch rates as the Parchant ſhall not onely be a 
lauer, but᷑ a great gainer thereby. 

Che Mogoll liueth in as great fate and pompe as 
map be deuiſed, both foꝛ maieſty and pꝛinceiy —— 
foz he had bꝛought befoꝛe him euery day during ub a⸗ 
bode there, 50. Elephants ropall, clad in;dothof gold 


and amet with duums, flfes and trumpets, whoreof 
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ry deadly, and cannot be parted buf with Rackefs of 
wilde⸗ fire, made round like hopes, and ſo run the ſame 
in their kaces, and ſome of them fight with wild hozſes, 
as one Elephant with 6. hozſes, wherothe hath killed 2 
inſtantlp, be claſping his trunk about their neckes, and 
ſo pulling them to him, with his teeth bzeaketh their 
neckes. 

Alſo there are tame Elephants that will take the 
Uiceroyes ſonnes, being the Kings Pages, with their 
frunks, gaping as they would eate them, and yet very 
nently will ſet them vpon his owne head, t hauing ſif- 
ten there a god ſpace, will ſet them vowne againe on 
their feet, as tenderly as a mother would ſet downe her 
owne childe, doing them no harme at all. 

The Elephant will not goe oufof the fight of his fe- 
male, noz will he be ruled ik he do, this J can ſpeake by 
experit᷑ce, hauing ſeene trial made hereof, Alſo euer he 
Elephant hath 3 02.4 femalcs,and I ſaw one that hay 
4 females,and 12 pong ones ofhisowne begetting. 
Theiringend2ing together is ſtrange, foz the female 
lieth down on her back,and he commeth vpon her, and 
ſoingender, But il he perceiue aup man to behold 02 
ſee hinrthus ingendꝛing, he will kill him ifhe tan. 

Alſo the King hath Deare, Rammes, Uernathoes 02 
Beazo2s,Lyons,Leopards,and wolnes, that fight bes 
foze him. Alfoifa Cauilier bee eondemnod fo2 any of- 


ente, iudged to dy, he may by the caſfomof the coun⸗ 
try, craue combate with a L pon foz his lite (which the 


king denieth to none Þ crane it) as foʒ example, J ſaw 
one, that at the firſfincounter ſtrok the Lion with his 
fill that he fell him, but the Lion reconering, returned 
with great fury and violence, and caught ſuch hold on 
bim, that he rent oat his guts, with the heart and linet 
and ſo tozehimin percos, and this was perfoꝛmed be⸗ 
oze the King. 

AllothersareVozles thatfight with Allegatozs,02 
Cracodilesi 6—— where Falſo 
91 ſaw 
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ſaw one Allegatoꝛ killa ſtone hoꝛſes at one time. There 
is alſo a faite Riner called Inda we, run ing trõ thence 
to Me ſopotamia, t catieth boats ozlighters of 40. tun, 
and is repleniſhed with fiſh of all ſa2ts. 

Alſo there are 4. Baſars 02 Markets euery day in p 
weke, and great ſtoze of all things to be bought e ſold 
there, at a very reaſonable rate. As a hen foz+.pence, 
a Turkey ſoꝛ 6 pente, à liue deare foꝛ adollar,aſbep fo; 
2 chillings a goat foꝛ 2 ſhillings, a couple of oxen foz 4 
dollars; being 16 ſhillings ſterling, a god hog foꝛ 2 ſhil- 
lings, butnons buy them but Chꝛiſtians, $none ſell 
them but the Bannyans, who bꝛeed them, r as much 
_ 3. pence as will ſerue 5. reaſonable men at a 
meale, 5 

Alſo great foze of fruit, as Limmons, Ozanges, Apꝛi⸗ 
cocks,Grapes, Peares, Apples and Plammes; But 
with their Grapes they make no wines becauſe their 
Lawes fezbid it: Alſo Raiſons as great and faire ag 
Raiſong of Mamaſko with great ſtoze ot cloth of gold, 
veluets and ſilkes out of Perſia, and ſilkes and cloth of 
gold from Chyna, but thoſe arecourſe and lo w pziſed; 
but abundance are there vended, and Captaine Haw- 
kins thinketh that ourricher ſilkes,. veluets, and ſuch 
like would be excellent god commedites there. 

But eſpecially sur Cloth of light colo2s. Foz there 
is no tloth, but a kind of courſe cloth like Cotten, which 
is made at Lyhore, and at a Towne called Eſmeerc:

domes, & wꝛiteth himlelſe in his ſtue, Patte ſhnaw Shel- 
ham Shogh, that is, the Ring of ally great coines. os 


there is a leueralteine at Lahore, another at Bramport, 
another 
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another at Sorrot, another at Cambaia, another at Sob. 
barton, and another at Awgru: And fo2 his ſeuerall 
KEingdomes;he is King of the Guzarars,of the Barini. 
ans, ok the Bulloits of Callicot and Bengolla which are 
Gentiles, ok the Indeſtands of the Mogolles,of p Hen- 
douns,of the Moltans, ot᷑ the Puttans, ot the Bullochies 
and ot the Alkeyſors, withſome others, which J cannot 
particularly name, Alſo he w2iteth himſelfe the ninth 
King from Tamberlaine. And tothis his greatftile heis 
alſo of as great power, wealth and command, pet will 
hee vrgenone of what Nation ſoeuer to fozſake their 
Religions,but effeemeth any man ſo much ß better, hy 
how much the moꝛe he isfirme and conſtant in his Re⸗ 
ligion, & of all other he maketh moſt accompt of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, and will allow them double the meanes that he 
giueth ts any other Ration, t kepeth confinually two 
Chꝛiſtian Friars, ts conuerſe with them in the Chziſti⸗ 
an Religion and manners ol Chꝛiſtendome, He hath 
alſo the picture of our Lady in the place of his pꝛater 02 
Religious pꝛoctedings, and hath oftentimes ſaid that 
hecould find in his heart to be aChaiſtian, if they had 
not ſo many Gods: There was at my being'there an 
Armenian Chꝛiſtian that in hope of gaine and pzefer- 
ment turned Poze, which being told p King, bs ſaid, 
if he thought to ſaue his ſoule therby, that was a ſaffi⸗ 
cient recompence foꝛ him, but he would rather haue 
giuen him pꝛelerment if he had kept himſelſe ill a 
Chꝛiſtian.

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There are no great dogs, but a kind ot Pungrels.

The Indico groweth in ſmall buſhes like goſberry 
buſhes, and carrieth a ſe@de like Cabbedge ſide, And 
being cut down is laid an heaps fo2 halfe a y&@re to rot, 
and then bzought into a vault to be troden with O ren 
to treade the Jndico from the Stalkes, and ſo fo the 
Milles to be ground very fins: andlaftly,is boiled in 
Furnaces, and very well refined, and ſozfed into ſe⸗ 
uerall ſozts. 

A ſeere oł Indico in Biany is wozth ten pente, which 
ſore doth tontaine twenty ounces at the leaſk. This 
I know to be true, an bʒoughᷣt a ſample of the Jndico 
homt with me.

The fourth day wee went 12. courſe, to Mearta, 
a faire Citty, where J ſawe thzee faire and ancient 
Tombes 02 Monuments of the Hendownes,there are 
thꝛee Baſars oz Markets euery ecke. Alſo great ſtoze 
of Andito, cotten woll, xarne and cloth. 

This Cittyin my iudgement is as big as the Citty 
of Exceter.

being a Towne of the Bullochies and Rebels, we 
were in great feare, but we found no ſuch cauſe, God 
be pꝛaiſed.

to harbour and lodge themſelues and their Camels; 
Vozſes, oz other Cattle, and pꝛouiſton; the pzofits of 
which Surroies redound to the King onely, 
The whole Countrey aboue a hundzed miles 
roundabout, doe wholly and generally trade to this 
Citty with their chiefeft and boſt commodities. There 
is alſo a place in foꝛme like the Erthange, of an ineffi- 
mable wealth, wbere is nothing to be ſold but things 
al great value and woꝛth. As Cloth of gold, filuer and 
tiTae, ſattans, velusts, Jewels and Perles. In one 
end are not hing but raw Silkes in another end are 
twiſted and wzought Dilkes. In another none but 
Parchanttailozs, who ſell all ſozts of apparrell ready 
made, as it is in Birching lane, but farre moze rich, 


and 3 Perfian faſhion, as, fates of cloth of go 
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ponds of water, walks, and Galleries, as pleaſantly 
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and ſiluer, velnet, (atten, taffety, Callico and none als 
moſt of any wozler ſoꝛts. 

Alſo there is great ſteʒe of Indito and Anncele, and 
of all manner ol D2ugs, which are ſold by Jewes and 
other rangers, that ſend them thither, and haue con⸗ 
tinuall trading there. 

Aiſo there are Camels , the beſt and ſtrongeſt that 
are to be found, with gallant Yozſes and Pules a⸗ 
boundance. Foz whereas an oꝛdinary Camels load is 
ſiue hundꝛed waight, the Perſian Camels load is vlu⸗ 
ally 8 oo. waight. 

The Shabaſh, (os, as we call him, the ing) hath 
there diners gallant and ſtately heuſes, and banque⸗ 
ting houſes, with Szchards. Gardens, Spzings, 


ſeated and artificially contriued, as can be thought oz 
deuiſe d. But the King himſelfe:befoze my comming 
thither, was remoued fo a place called Tobrin, ag it 
was told me by the Chꝛiſtian Fryars. | 

And at hischiefeſf houſe ſtanding oner againſt the 
great Balar o2 Market place, there are gad ſtoze of 
b:affe Oꝛdinance o2derly planted befoze the gate 
thereof, foz defence if n&ve be, as namely,two.Demy 
Cannons, two whole Culuerings, two Cannon Pe- 
dzars,andfhirty other ficld Peeces. 

Alſo heere J made enquiry of Mater Robert Sher- 
ley, thinking to haue had ſome aſſiſtance , and better 
directions from him, oz by his pꝛocurement, in my 
iournep, but it was told me directly that her was de- 
parte d ſomeſeuen months be ſoꝛe foꝛ England, and had 
his way by the Caſpian ſeas, being two moneths foure 
ney from Iſpahawn : That is to ſap, himſelfe, and his 
wife, being a woman of great wozth and eld me in 
that countrep, with Camels and Yozfes to carry his 
freaſurc, ſfuffe,and pzoniffon, and manp attendants 


both men and women: and in his company one Caps 


faine,anvſire oz ſeuen Engiſhmen moze. _

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Alſo there are great ſfoze of Gzapes and Mines, 
and of all ſoꝛts of fruits; their ſtronger Wines like 
vnto Canarp Dacks, their red Mines like high Coun⸗ 
frey Claret, and their ſmaller Mines like to Jland 
Mines. Alſo victzals god ſtoze and god cheape. 

And there lieih continually a Portugall Embaſſa⸗ 
doz, and fine Portugall Friars, who haue a Church, 
and a houſe fo entertaine Roman Catholiks, and other 
Chaiſttans at their pleaſures, and haue meanes ſuffi⸗ 
tient to maintaine the ſame. 

Alſo there are great ſtoꝛe of Armenian Chziſtians, A portu all 
and ſome Greekes, Who liue all at ſcee liberty without Embaſſador 
reſtraint 02 controll fo2 their Religion.

bia, And. bp the Riner. ſide was nes old

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Among tho Perſians the Sultans uʒ Gentlemen, and 
men of better ſozf, are gallant men, and of cinill and 
courteons behaniour 2: but the baſer ſozt, are ſallen, 
vnciuill, and men of very bad conditions. And genes 
rally they doe wozſhip Mahomer , and are common 
Buggerers, as the Tutkes are, pet they are people that 
labour extreamelp, as in digging, planting, and ſow⸗ 
ing, and in picking of Cotten wosll, and other woll, 
in ſpinning and making Coates, and other things of 
Felt. Noz haue they almoſt any raine there, but by 
exfreame labour, let the water out of the Riuers, into 
their Paſtures and Cozne grounds. | 
There are god ſhe&ps and goates plenty, but kine 
aud Dren are very ſcarce, Alſo Turkies and Yennes 
and other ſozts of fonles plenty. '' 

And there a man may frausoll without daunger of 

robbing , fo there it is a ſtrange thing to heare of a 
theefe. And ſo much fo2 Perſia any Perſians. 
{The Arik day of September , we tranglled twelug 
fozſongs to a great Towne called Sabbercam, being 
the firſt Towne that we came to in Arabia, where art 
growing great ſtoze of Pongranats, which the Ara- 
bians doe call Anarres. This is a Lowne of Garriſon 
of the Arabians,andhere we ſtayed a day and a night. 

The third day, we frauslled fouret@ne fozſongs to 
a towtre called Buldad , where we alſo payde caſfome, 
and here we ſtayed a day and a night. This is alſo a 
Towne of Garriſon and full of theues, and at our 
comming out of ths fowne, Ioſeph Salebancke ane of 
my Companions ſaved but a little behind the Col⸗ 
feloe 83 Conuop, was by the Arabians robbed, tripped, 
and extreumely beaten and hurt. So that il by chance 
A had not teſerned ſome 100, Thick&noes', we had 
then beene both quite deſtitute of money to bzing vs 
home into our coulifrey. | "4

Alſo there is a floating bzidge bnilt vpon x 3. great 
lighters ſtrongly chained and faſfened together, from 
Bugdad oner Euphrates fo oldg Babylon, fandingoner 
againſt Bugdad , an the other fide of thy Riner. And 
within a league from thence ſtandeth the Nemainder 
of the Nuinated Mowne of Babell, beeingone of the 
wonders ofthe woztd. 

In Bugdad, lieth one of the Turkes grand Baſhawes, 
talled by the name ol Mahomet Potteſhogh, who is e- 
ſkemed as a Uiceroy,and is gonernour of the City vn - 
der the great Turke. | 

There are anely two Venetian facto28, who trade foz 
ineſtimable wealth in merchandize of all ſozts. Alſo 
ſome ſmall. number of Armenians, which are all the 


Chꝛiſtians that are there reſident. 


The Turke is a valtant and reſolute Souldier,as by 
their pzoccedings may appeare, both in winning the 
City oł Bugdad, and another City of as great ſtrength 
as that, called Towras, and belonged alſo to the Perſi- 
an, whereof the Mahomet Patteſhogh had certaine ins 
— on the 1a. day of October while we wert 
there. |

Townecalled Muſſaw Coſam.. 

The 3 1. day we trauelled ſome 4 dayes ionrney tho⸗ 
row the deſarts to the Towne of Ruſeele, being onely a 


thozow faire oz lodging place, & ſome 30 leaguesfrom 
Muflaw Coſ- am. 

The 4. day of Nouember we trauelled ſome gight 
leagues to a ſmall village called Deeſh. | 

The 5.day we ſet fozwards towards Muſſell, other- 
wile called Ninmie 9 being ſome 30. leagues, O2 moze 
from Decſh, and tranelled thitherin 5 dayes- 

This City is now much — , andyet the MNe⸗ 
mainder thereofis a ſpacious and great, as molt Ci⸗ 
ties that Jhane ſeene in all my trauels, within the Ci- 
ay a great Baſhaw oz Gonernour under the Oreat 

Urke. 

Alſo without the City there ſtandeth a faire x wrong 

Caſtle vpon the bankes ofthe Riner Tygris, where is 
alſo another Baſhaw oz Gonernour: foz the Caſtle and 
Suburbes of the City. 
There is no trade of h erchandize in this City, buf 
it is onely kept by the Turke as + Towne of Garriſon, 
yet there are Armenian Chziſtians, who haue their 
Churches and Friars, and do freely vſe thelr Religion 
Without checke oz comptroll. 

Alſo there are yet remaining, many ancient monu⸗ 
ments, which make relation and che w, that it hath bin 
a City oł great antiquity and famous memozy : andin 
this Cify we ſtaped 4 dayes.. 

The 14. day we went 4. leagues fo a Callie called 
Nuſſebaw, and reſted that night, andthe next day we 
franelled twelue leagues moze, and at night came te 
Nuſſebaw, where the Pzophet Ionas pzeached fo all the 
Counfrey round about; and there remaineth his pic- 
ture in ſtone ( thonghmach delated by the warres) yet 
it is kept and maintained by the Chꝛiſtians, whereof 
there are many diſperſed amongl the Turkgs, auer 
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lente the delfracion oz ouerthzowe of Nimuie by the 
Turkes ; and are nom called by the name of Curgees. 

From thence we frauelled ſome 2 5, — in thꝛer 
dapes, and on the 18. day at night came ta Hamadai ne 
an ancient Towne of the Armenians; but much ruina⸗ 
ted hy che Turkes. Here we fate man ancient monu⸗ 
monts, which ſhe wed that it had bene a Towne of great 
antiquity and wozth, and at this Tobe we ſtayed one 
day and one night. 

Che 20. day wo te our is urueꝝ towards a fowne 
called Goubba, being 2 5 leagues and 3. dayes iournep, 
and came thither the 22. day at night, where we met 
with a Conſul of Venice, and ue Venetians moze, tra⸗ 
nelling to Bugdad 02 Babylon, and there we ſtaped one 
dad and a night. 

Che 24. day we franslled fowards the great City of 
Vifawe, being 25. leagues, and thate dapes iournp, and 
came thither the 26 day at night, and thers all trauellozs 
pay great cuſtome. 

This is a mighty ſrong City,and ftantuual Gato 
riſon kept there by the Turke. 

Hoꝛ can any Carrauanf 03 2 ant paſſen- 
ger be ſuffered to lodge within he But in the day 
time thoy maꝝ tome into it to the Bafſare 02 market, to 
buy nereſlaties and lo deparc agains: and here we tated 
five nales. 
Tho 2. day of December we toke aur tourney to 
Beere, a great Towne vponthe Riaer Euphrates, be- 
ing thꝛer dayes (ourny, and a5 leagues diſtant, whither 
1 day at night, and ſtaped there one 


— a ſtrong Townoof Garriſun. 

She 6. day we were forried ouer the Riner, and 
went two dayes tourney being ſome 15. leagues to the 
Towne of Lumman, and came thitheron the 7. dap at 


night. 
© Thes.veyin trauelled ten leagues t the Cityof 
. 13 Aleppo, 
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Aleppo, and came thither that night, and by the way, 


we trauelled two leagues thoꝛough the plaines', where 
was nothing but figs, 82 as A may tearme it, a fozelf of 


fiq-trees, and another place of as great length, being 
Alt vine-trees, full of grapes. 

And beeing come to the great and wozthy City ol 
Aleppo, we went to the Engliſh houſe, where J found 
Maſter Paule Pinder to be Conſal,a very wozthy Gen · 
tleman, and well deſeruing a place of ſo great credit 
and eſte , at whofe hands we found very curteous 
and kind entertainment: fozaf my comming tohim'Y 
was deffifnte both ofmony andcloathes , and ſa was 
my companion Richard Martin. 

But he releened vs, firſt with meate, dzinke and lod⸗ 
ging during our abode there, being ſome 12. dayes, al- 
ſo'hecfarniſht vs with appatrell, and at our departure 
with money foz our tourney. 

Alſo there was one P. Spike, who was both kind e 
bountifall vnto vs. And ſo were all the reſt of the Eng⸗ 
liſh Merchants, ( whom A cannof particularly name) 
both kind and courfeons vnto vs, which was vnfo vs a 
great refrething and comfoztin our ijofirney. 

Aleppo i a City of wonderfull great trading , and 
as wellknowneto England ( oz at leſt fo our Engliſh 
Merchants) as Kingſtone vpon Thames. And thus 
much Jean ſay moze of it, that within foure dapes af- 
ter our comming thither, there came abone 2000, Ca⸗ 
mels laden with Dilkes, and all ſozts of Perchandize; 
all oz moſt whereof J ouer went in my trauels, being 
in ſeuerall Carauans, ſome from Meſopotamis. , ſome 
from Agro, ſome from the Inde ſtands, nd ſome from 
Perſia, and ſo at other times continually they come 
from thence, and other plates whence any trading can 
tome by Land. 

The one and twentieth day, J twke my leaue of 
Paiffer Paul Pindar, aiſter Spike, and the reſt of the 


ace and toke my iournev, WW 
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Companion Richard. Martin) fo Fripolie and that 
day we trauelled ſome ſeuon leagues ouer the Deſarts. 
and reſted two houres, and then trauelled ſome fifteene 
leagues farther, to an elde Towne called Aſticewe, 
where weroffed halfe a day and baited, and then tra- 
uelled ſome ten leagues moꝛe and baited, and then tra⸗ 
uelled ten leagues moꝛe to a towne called Hamam. And 
the reaſon why we trauelled thus hard. was to kept 
company with a Carrauand oꝛ Conuoy of rooo ſtrong, 
who were baund fo Mecha, where their great Maho 
met was: then reſident: wheroas:elſe we ſhontd haut 
trauslied in great danger and hazard'sf our lines, by 
reaſon the country is ſo full of theeues. 

An this Towne are man» Meauers, that make 
great æoꝛe of Dimatree, and Schamatrer, and Cottons, 
allo it is a great thozow faire, and there is a giaat D» 
Fris 03 Anne, which they call a Caan, and thers we re» 
ffed two dayes. 7. 

The ſixe and twentie day, we trauelled ſome eight 
— to a little towne called Roma, where we lap

The twenty eight day, we went tome ten leagnes, 
to a Itttle. Towne called, Hone, and lay there that

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Che 29 day, we travelled to Tripolis, being tennt 
leagues from thence, where we found the gwy ſhippe, 
the Great Exchange of London, whereof Maiſter Ro- 
bert Bradſhawe of Ratliffe was both Captaine aud 
Maiſterz who not aboue ten daxes befozo,was ingreat 
danger df ſhiptzacks bzeaking- their Cables any An⸗ 
£028, ſo that the chip dzvue aad was in great viltrelle: 
So that they were faine to cut the mam Mate ouers 
bozd, being within twicethe ſhips length ol the rockes, 
pet by Gods god-p2outvencq; one Cable and\Ancsz 
held, and ſo both ſhip and men were ſaged , all the men 
hauing tripped themſeliies to Cue their lines by [wime 
ming, oz otherwiſe, as it would pleaſs God fo alfif and 
permit them. | 

An this ſtaʒme there was a great Venetian Hip of 
1100. tun calf away, yet thethippewas ſv ſet amongit 
the KRockes, that all her men wete ſaned {by the great 
and mercifull pꝛouidente ot Almighty Goos. 

Alſo there were Frenchmen in the Pardoz, that cut 
their Maſts anerbwzv, and were in great danger, vet all 
eſcaped, thankes be giuen to God. 

Alſo alterwards by great gwd foztune the Exchanges 
Maſte was found by the company befwentwo Rocks, 
and was got on ſhojze , and hauing an excellent god 
Carpenter , he did wozkemanlike and ffrongly ſcarfe 
the fams with a peece of another Paſte , which the Pa⸗ 
ſter gat from abo2y a Flemming, that it bzonghther 
well home into England, God be pꝛaiſed. 

At our comming to Tripolie we went to the Engliſh 
houſe, where we found one Maiſter Iucas the Uice- 
-Conſullof Aleppo, and his man, he bing Facts? fo2 
the Lading of the Exchange, where we ſtaysd two 
dapes, and were by him very kindly vſed, and here we 
ended our long and tedious land trauels. 

The firſt day ot January being Newyeres dap, we 
toke our ae of Maiſter Lucas and wentabozd , my 
felfe and Richard Martin, where Captaine Bradſha e

allo died bs berg kind, and in regatꝭ I Was very 
- . weake, with long and extreame trauell, he allowed 
me a god Cabin, and tauſed the Dargeon to doe mee 
what god he could. 
Tripoly is a Zowneof no great fraffique, but only

hold them. 
The third day of Jannarp, we ſet ſaile fo; En and. 
and the one and twentieth day following we came to 
the Jland of Zante, where they twke inthzee months 
victuals , which they leit there, when they were out- 
ward bound. 


the Commodities, which the Aland affoozds, Foz of 
it ſelſe it is pw2e and barren, that it yeeldeth not vi- 
nals to maintaine it ſe le, but is fo; the molt part 
maintained fromthe Maine. 
The foure and twentieth day we ſet ſaile againe, 
and about the foure and twentieth day of Febzuary 
the winde toke vs ſhozt, and our Maiſter thinking it 
not god to beate the ſhip at Sea with a confrary 
winde, put into harbour at Malta, where is a gal⸗ 
lant harbour, and many gallies and p2effy fine ſhip- 
ping belonging to the ſatne, which go out bpon ſeruice 
ag ratnlt the Turke.

Malta, haue their contiunallrefivence-who are gallant 
ſouldiers, haue faire houſes, not much valike to ou 
Annes of Court, they are all Chziſtians, and fo art all 
the inhabitants, viz. 

Armenians,Spaniards, Italians, Dutchmen, and ber 
many Frenchmen, þ Grand Paſter ofthe whole oꝛder 
being a Frenchman,but Jcould not heare of any Eng- 
liſh amongſt them, vet do they all, ſhew themſelues 
very kind, and curteous to Engliſhmen, 

All the knights doe weare white and blacke erofſes 
on the ſhoulders of their;cldakes : And any gentleman 
that commeth thither doth put in a ſfocke of a 100. 
pound oꝛ there abouts,fo2his maintenance, but is not 


allowed fo2 a knight, vntil by ſeruice againſt p Turke, 
oz elſs where he ſhall deſerne the (ame, and here wa 
fſfayed fine dayes.. 
The ro dap of March, we ſefſaile againe, and about 
the 22 day we came fo a watch houſe where was two 
perces of Dzdinance,and tame to an ancoꝛ, but becauſe 
we came not-pzeſently aſho2e with our boat, they ſhot 
at vs, whereupon our Captaine ſent our boat on ſhozs 
W out Boatſwaine, who was very kindly vſed, when 
they knew what we were, andthe Captaine of the 
watch-houſe came abw2d our ſhip, and gaue our Caps 
taine a liue hog foz a pꝛeſent, which he accepted very 
thankfully;and reguited.him with other things of thzs 
times the value. | 
And ſo (as we thought) he reſted very well conten⸗ 
ted, 

Chen our purfer and my ſelfe with a knight of Mal- 
ta, deing a paſſenger foz France, were b our Boat⸗ 
waine and his gang ſet on choze, together with the 
Captain ot the -watch-honſe , we thinking to gee to 
the totune ol Callar;tobuy ſuch pꝛouiſton as we wan⸗ 
ted: But the Captain take our Purſer and the knight 
ol Malta pziſonera, and kept them there: Do that our

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waighed ancoz and bought the ſhip up fo Callar, and Calari a 
went himſelfe , and made complaint to the Grand porte 
Seniors, who pzefently granted a diſcharge fozthem Towne in 
both, and withall pꝛomiſed that the Captaine ſhold be Sardinia. 
uniched fo2 ſo abuſing of his place, and ſo after foure 
dates imp2iſonment the Parſer and knight were both 
ſet at liberty and came abw2d.
